Berlin, September §.—An official bulle- 
tin,. just issued, announced that from 
noon yesterday to noon today eleven fresh 
cases of cholera and one death have 
been reported, making a total of 77 cases 
and 24 deathe. 

The new. cases are from localities pre- 
viously infected, hence the health authori. 
ties regard the last twenty-four hours 
with some satisfaction. 

The disease has not spread, and with 
One Or two exceptions, those newly Il) 
were in quarantine because they. had been 
in contact with cholera. 

Passengers crossing the Russian front- 
ler are examined and their baggage in 
some instances is fumigated, especially 
in the case of those entering by the War- 
Saw route. 

The general staff has decided not to 
yleld to the apprehensions which have 
risen in view of the outbreak of cholera, 
and will hold the division and fortress 
maneuvers in west Prussia and in the 
province of Posen next week. 

Close Watch at Hamburg. 

Hamburg, September 5.—The correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press this after- 
noon visited the quarantine station con- 
ducted by the Pensa wedbeosre: steam- 
ship, under the direction of the govern- 
ment authorities, and was given every fa- 
cility to investigate the conditions there 
and to ascertain what precautions were 
being taken to prevent the trans-shipment 
of infected emigrants to the United 
States 

It was found that emigrants are not 
permitted to enter the city, and that che 
trains carrying them are run alongside 
the quarantine station, where the emi 
grants are discharged directly into thc 
cuarters selectetl for their isolation. Here 
they are examined ;physicially and then 
given hot baths, while their clothes ani 
al; other belongings are thoroughiy fum- 
igated.

TARTAR BANDS

Chicago, September 5.—Governmeni 
prosecution of Chicago packers for alleged 
violation of the anti-trust laws was sched- 
uled to begin today, but instead there 
was delay.

Many Defendants Absent.

CEREMONY OF SIGNING 
DEVOID OF ALL FANFARE 


Treaty Was Signed at Same Moment 
By Baron Komura and Mr. 
Witte—Salute From Navy 
Yard Announced End 
Of Work. 


| Portsmouth, N. H., September 5.—The 
treaty of peace between Russia’ and 
Japan was signed by the representatives 
of the two empires at 3:47 p. m. today. 
On the instant of the consummation of 
the great historical act, a salute Was 
fired at the’ Uniteq States navy yard on 


Kittery point. 

Mr. Witte, accompanied by Baron Rosen 
and Mr. Prancon, left the hotel for the 
navy yard at 2:30 p. m. The rain which 
had been falling in torrents for half an 
hour previously to this time, suddeniy 
ceased and the sun which had not been 
visible for three days shone forth, 

Baron Komura, Minister Takahira and 
Mr. Dennison. the legal adviser of the 
Japanese envoys, left at 2:48 o'clock in 
an automobile for the navy yards, They 
were greeteg by the guests of the hotel, 
gathered on the hotel] veranda to wit- 
ness thelr departure. 

Baron Komura, pointing 
said smflingly: 

“It is a good omen for peace. ; 

Baron Komura had been preceded by 
another motor car, which carrieqd Mr. 
Sato ang the Japanese gecrethries, tak- 
ing their copy of the pece treaty In @ 
large black leather portfollo. 

Mead Received Envoys. 

Both Russian and Japanese missions on 
their arrival at the navy yard were re- 
received at the entrance of the building 
by Admiral Mead, while two companies of 
marines commanded by Major Moses, 
rendered military honors. 

The copies of the treaty of peace 
brought to the navy yard had been care- 
fully compared by the secretaries of tQe 
two missions in order to avoid the neces- 
sity of reading them before the signing, 
at which personages extraneous to the 
negotiations assisted. When the secre- 
taries had reported the perfect exactness 
of the two copies of the treaty, the plen- 
spotentiaries and the other members of 
the two missions entered the conference 


hall, accompanied by Assistant Secretary 
Pierce, Governor McLane, Admiral Mead 
and the mayor of Portsmouth.

“TO LOSE PLACE 


Palmer Practically Ousted from: 


Office, 


Charges Against Ricketts and Hay, 
and Requests for Their Resig- 
nation Results Unpleasantly 
For Palmer—Roosevelt 
Takes Charge.

Washington, September 5.—Public 
Printer W. F. Palmer practically has been 
ousteq from Office. It was learned au- 
thoritatively tonight that President 
Roosevelt has demanded Mr. Palmer's 
resignation, to take effect on the /5th 
instant. 

The demand of the president for Mr. 
Palmer’s resignation was due primarily 
for the latter's action in trying to force 
Oscas J. Ricketts, foreman of printing, 
and L. C. Hay, a foreman of the division 
out of the government printing — office. 
Mr. Palmer asked for the resignation of 
Ricketts and Hlay on the ground that 
they had been insubordinate. The pub- 
lic printer formulated a series of charges 
against the two men. These charges, it 


is known, were forwarded to Oyster 
Bay. 


AS s00n as President Roosevelt learn- 
ed of the situation that had developed 
he directed Public Printer Palmer to 
forward to him his resignation, to take 
effect in two weeks. 


Palmer Not In Favor. 


It has been known for some time that 
Mr. Palmer would not be reappointed to 
his present office. For several months 
before President Roosevelt left Wash- 
ngton for Oyster Bay he was casting 
about for a suitable man for the posi- 
tion of public printer. He offered it to 
John A. Sleicher. of New York. but he 
declined it. 

The investigation made by the Keep 
commission fnto the letting of a con- 
tract for seventy-two Lanston typeset- 
ting machines for use in the government 
printing office disclosed a serious condi- 
tion of affairs in the management of the 
office. Prominent men on the force were 
divided into cliques. These cliques were 
so detrimental to the interests of the 
government that the standard of effi- 
ciency in the establishment was reduced 
materially. 

The evidence adduced by the commis- 
sion in the course of its inquiry created 
much bitter feeling among the men 
holding high positions in the office. One 
of the direct results of this feeling was 
the demand made by Public Trinter Pal- 
mer for the resignations of Ricketts and 
Hay. 

As the Keep commission inquiry, so fer 
as known, developed néthing to ‘he giz- 
advantage of Ricketts and Huy, the 
president, acted promptly in taking the 
whole matter out of Palmer’s hands ind 
‘1 Jaying it in the hands of the Keen 
commission for such further investigati in 
®s Might be necessary. Coupled wii" 
this action of the president, was the 
Cemand on Mr. Palmer for his . esigra- 
tion

successor—and there is ample authorit; 
for the statement that he has not been 
selected yet—it is expected a thorough 
reorganization of the working force cf 
the government printing office wil] taxe 
clace.

groes appointed by Hon. Hoke Smith 
when he was secretary of the interior. 

“There are other negro names that 
might be added. I believe the working 
people who were his clients and also 
some of his former friends would like 
to know how many of them he favored 
with appotments with good pay. I well 
remember when he was in the damage 
business how anxious he was for’ the 
working people, especiaiiy railroad em- 
ployees, when injured, to favor him with 
their case. Did these good people real- 
ize that the Hon. Hoke Smith, whom 
they trusted, would forget them S80 quick? 
Perhaps he wanted the snfluence of some 
parties that he could not secure unless 
he ‘favored the negro by giving them 
several nice jobs with handsome pay. 
Now he seems to be done with the negro 
after making use of him and lays him 
softly on the shelf, there to remain until] 
he needs him again, as clients, while 
he was secretary of the mterior. Hon. 
Hoke Smith is very affectionate and has 
very winning ways when he wants to 
make a deal that will result to his bene- 
fit. 

“It will not do to place a man in office 
who so quickly forgets those that patron- 
ized him with damage suits, from which 
he became so very rich and powerful. 
[ expect he would shake hands with 
them now. 

“There is more that can be told that 
would be interesting: the time may come 
when more light will be thrown on this 
subject. Place your searchlight in posi- 
tion, turn on the current and let tne 
people become acquainted with this ‘D.- 
for governor.

Weakness developed in the wheat pit 
during the first hour of trading. At 
the start sentiment was a trifle bull- 
ish as a result of firm cables. Initial 
quotations on December were a shade 
lower to 1-8c higher at 81 1-4@81 3-4c.

December touch 8! 3-4@8! 7-8c. A re- 
action, however, soon set in, resulting 
in a decline of ocer 1-2c a bushel. Sell- 
ing by cash houses influenced by liberal 
rece:pts at Minneapolis wa sa feature. 
Arrivals of wheat today at Minneapolis 
were 838 cars, compared with 650 a year 
ago. Another factor, apparently over- 
looked earlier in the day, was the large 
exports of wheat from Russia as shown 
in the world’s shipment. Notwithstand- 
ing numerous reports of crop failure in 
Russia, shipments from that country dur- 
ing the preceding week were 4,320,000 
bushels out of a total movement of 9,- 
664,000 bushels. The market was fur- 
ther depressed by an increase of 1,416,- 
000 bushels in the amount of breadstuffs 
on ocean passage. Nearing the close, a 
decline of about a cent in the price of 
cash wheat at Minneapolis caused addi- 
tional selling of option months here. For 
- December the lowest point of the day 
was reached at 8!1@8! 1!-8c. The market 
closed weak with December at 81 3-8c. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were equal 
to 67,000 bushels. Primary receipts were 
2,095,000 compared with 1,859,000 bush- 
els a year ago. The vis:.ie supply de- 
creased 772,000. Minneapolis, Duluth and 
Chicago reported receipts of 976,000 cars, 
against 748,000 last week and 1,008 a 
year ago. 

Heavy accumulations of corn since Sat- 
urday had a weakening effect on the 
corn market. Absence of. reports of 
damage by frost was partly accountable 
for the easy tone that prevailed through- 
out the entire day. Another factor was 
a moderate decline in the price of corn 
at Liverpool. The weather bureau report 
was bearish. Pit traders and commission 
houses were the principal sellers, The 
market closed weak with prices near the 
towest point of the day. December open- 
ed 1-43-8c lower at 43 !-4@43 3-8c, sold 
off to 43c and closed at 43. 1-8@4I 3-4c. 
Receipts were 1,019 cars, 470 contract 
grade. .- 

A report that shipments of oats from 
Russia would be small, owing to damage 
to the crop, had a steadying effect on 
the oats market. Shorts and cash houses 
were active bidders, but offerings were 
small. December opened unchanged at 
26 |-2c, sold between 26 3-8c and 
26 1-2@26 5-8c and closed at 26 3-8c. 
Receipts, 669 cars. 

Provisions suffered a decided slump as 
a result of persistent liquidation, due to 
a.1!0c decline in the price of live hogs. 
Selling of September pork was a. feature. 
At the close (%etober pork was off 42 1-2 
at $14.80. Lard was down iz I-2c at 
$7.90. Ribs were |0c lower at $8./v.

New York, September 5.—The monthly High. Low. | 
government cotton report overshadowed | 
all other influences in today’s market, . 
and caused a very sharp break in prices, 
from which there was little recovery, 
with the market at the close showing a 
net loss of 25@27 points. Sales were es- 
thmated at 600,000 bales. The opening 
wae firm at an advance of 4@10 points 
in response to higher cables, and during 
the early trading expectations of a gov- 
ernment report around 69 to 70 per cent 
caused considerable covering by nervous 
shorts, as well ag a scattering demand 
for Jong account, which was also encour- 
aged by talk of a better demand for. spot 
cotton and reports of a very firm market 
for cotton goods. After selling about 15 
19 points above the closing figures of 
the market saged off 4 or 5& 
points irom .the top, but attracted ilttle 
pressure until the report wag published, 
when there was break of about 50 
points trom the top, with October sell- 
ing down to 10.35, December to 10.40 and 
January to 10.50, or about 80 points be- 
low the highest level of jast week. At 
the decline Wah street bulls supported 
the market, and in the early afternoon 
there was a raily of 10 or 15 points, but 
later offerings imcreased again as the 
bureau figures were circulated. The close 
Was steady in tone, with December II 
points and other active months about 5 
to 7 points up from the lowest. 


New Orleans Cotton Market. 

New Orieans, September 5.—Spot cot- 
ton quiet and weak in sympathy with the 
decline in futures. Sales 1,025 hales, in- 
cluding 700 to arrive. ‘Quotations of or- 
dinary to middling reduced 3-!6c; higher 
grades |-4c. 

Futures opened very firm, with prices 
7 to 10 points above last Friday's clos- 
ing figures. The rmness continued until 
the crop condition of the government bu- 
reau was received. After the reading of 
the report there was a drop of 42 to 53 
points on the active months. The bureau 
figures were 72.!, more than 2 points bet- 
ter than generally expected. The week- 
ly weather report was somewhat more 
bullish than anticipated and caused a 
reaction of 10 to 17 points. The market 
closed steady with net losses of 283 to 24 
points. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, September 5.—Buying in the 
dry goods market was not very active 
today, owing to the proximity of the holl- 
day and the slump in cotton. This, how-

SPRING WHEAT—Considerable over- 
ripe spring wheatr remains uncut on 
fiooded lowlands in northern Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. 

TOBACCO—Much tobacco in the Oh/so 
valley and middle Atlantic states has 
been housed and the remainder:‘is ma- 
turing rapidly. A good.crop is reported | 
generally in the northern part of the 
middle Atlantic states and in New Eng- 
land. 

APPLES—A poor apple crop is indicated 
in all the important apple producing 
states. Very few favorable reports re- 
specting potatoes are received and the 
general outlook is for an _ indifferent 
crop. 

In Texas and portions of Kansas and 
Nebraska the soil is too dry for plow- 
ing, but elsewhere this work has made 
excellent progress.
